^Representatives : The members of tne Forty- 
eixth Congress have assembled in the first reg- 
ular session, under circumstances calling for 
mutual congratulation and grateful acknowl- 
edgment to the giver of all good, for the large 
and universal measure of national prosperity 
which we now enjoy. 
The most interesting 


events which have occurred in our public af- 
fairs since m> last annual message to Congress 
are connected with the financial operations of 
the government directly affecting the'business 
interests of the country. 


THE RESUMPTION ACT. 


I congratulate Congress on the successful ex- 


ecution of the resumption act at the time 
fixed and in the manner contemplated by law. 
The notes of the United States began to be re- 
deemed in coin since the 1st of January last, 
and they have been promptly redeemed on pre- 
sentation and in business transactions, public 
and private, in all parts of the country. They 
are received and paid out as the equivalent of 
coin. 
The demand upon the treasury for 


gold and silver in exchange^or United States 
notes has been comparatively smaller and 
the voluntary deposits of coin and bullion in 
exchange for notes have been very large. The 


cess of precious metals deposited or ex- 


changed for United States notes over the 
amount of United States notes redeemed, is 
about $40,000,000. The resumption of specie 
payment has been followed by a very great re- 
vival of business. With a currency equivalent 
in value to the money of the commercial world, 
we are enabled Do enter upon equal competi- 
tion with other nations in trade and produc- 
tion. The increasing foreign demand for our 
manufactures and agricultural products has 
caused a large balance of trade in our favor, 
which has been paid in aold from the 1st of 
July last to November 15 to the amount of 
about $59,000,000. 


REFUNDING OPERATIONS. 


Since the resumption of specie payments 


there has also been a marked and gratifying 
improvement of the public credit. Bonds of 
the government bearing only four per cent, in- 
terest have been sold at or above par sufficient 
in amount to pay off ail the national debt 
which was redeemable under the present laws. 
The amount of interest saved annually by the 
pro2eBS of refunding the debt since March 1. 
1877, is §14,297,177. 
The bonds sold were 


largely in small sums, and the number of our 
citizens now holding public securities is much 
greater than ever before. 


The amount of the national debt which'ma- 


tures within less than two years is $792,121,- 
700, of which $500,000,000 bear interest at 
the rate of five per cent, and the balance is in 
bonds bearing 6 per cent, interest. It is be- 
lieved that this part of the public debt can be 
refunded by the issjner f 4 per ct. bonds, and by 
the reduction of interest which will thus be 
effected, about $10,000,000 can be annually 
saved to the treasury. To secure this import- 
ant reduction of interest to be paid by the 
United States further legislation is required, 
which it ia hoped will be provided by Congress 
during the present session. 


GOLD AND SILVER COINAGE. 


The coinage of gold by the mints of theUnit- 


cd States during the last fiscal year was $400,- 
986,915. The cpinage of silver dollars since 
the passage of the act for that purpose, report- 
ed Nov. 1, 1879, was $45,000,850, of which 
$12,700,344thave been issued from the treasury 
and are now in circulation and $32,300,506 are 
still in the possession of the government. The

RETIREMENT OF LEGAL TENDERS. 
! 


The retirement from circulation of United | 


States notes with the capacity of the legal ten- 
der in private contracts is a step to be taken in 
cur progress toward a safe and stable currency, 
which should be accepted as the policy of the 
government and the interest and security of 
the people of it. It is my firm conviction 
that the issue of legal tender money, money 
bised wholly on the authority and credit of the 
government, except in extreme emergency, is 
without warrant in the constitution and a vio- 
latiftn of sound financial principles. The issue 
of United States notes during the late civil 
war with the capacity of legal tender between 
private individuals was not authorized except 
as a means for rescuing the country from immi- 
nent peril. The circulation of these notes for 
paper money for any protracted period of 
time after the accomplishment of this purpose 
was not contemplated by the framers of the 
law under which they were issued. 
They an- 


ticipate the redemption and withdrawal of the 
notes at the earliest practicable period consist- 
ent with the attainment of the object for 
which they were provided. The policy of the 
United States steadily adhered to from the 
adoption of the constitution has been to avoid 
the creation of a national debt, and when from 
necessity in time of war, debts have been cre- 
ated, they have been paid off on return of 
peace as rapidly as possible. 
With this view, 


and for this purpose, it is recommended that 
existing laws for the accumulation of a sinking 
fund sufficient to extinguish the public debt 
within a limited neriod, be maintained. 
If 


any change of the objects or rates of taxation 
IB deemed necessary by Congress it is suggested, 
experience has shown, a duty can be placed on 
tea and coffee, which will not enhance the 
price of those articles to the consumer, and 
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a trust to be exercised in tins. public inter- 
est. The only just ground of discrimination 
is the measure of character and capacity he has 
to make that service most useful to the peo- 
ple, except in cases when upon just and recog- 
nized principles, it is upon the theory of pen- 
sions, offices and promotion are bestowed as 
rewards for past services. 
Their bestowal up- 


on any theory whichTdisregards personal merit 
is an act of injustice to the citizen, as well as a 
breech of that trust subject to which the ap- 
pointing power is held. 


In the light of these principles, it Becomes, 


of great importance to provide just and ade- 
quate means, especially for every department, 
or a large administrative office where personal 
discrimination on the part of the head is not 
practi sable for ascertaining those qualifications 
to wl ich appointments and removals should 
have r eference. To fail to .provide such means, 
is not only to deny the opportunity of ascer- 
tainin g facts upon which the most righteous 
claim! i to office depend, but of necessity to 
discourage 
all 
worthy 
aspirants by 


handing ov«t\ appointments and removals 
to 
_ mera^/Sinflnence 
and 
favoritism, 


f fit is ttte nght of the worthiest claimant to 
gain the appointment, and the interest of the 
jeople to bestow it upon him, it would seem 
ilear 1hat a wise and just method of ascertain- 
ng personal fitness for office must needs be an 


portant and paramount function of every 


wise and lust government. 


It t as lung since become impossible in the 


[reat offices for those having the duty of nom- 
natiool and appointment to personally enquire 
nto t ic individual qualifications of more than 
a sma 11 proportion of those seeking office, and 
with tl^e enlargement of the civil service, that 
-roportion must continue to become less.- In 
:he ezrlier years of the government the subor- 
dinate offices were so few in number that it 
was q lite easy for those making appointments 
and_ promotions to personally ascertain the 
merit i of the candidates. 
Party managers of 


methods had not then become powerful agen- 
cies o E coercion, hostile to the free and just 
exerci se of the appointing power. 


A large and responsible part of the duty of 


restoring the civil service to the desired purity 
ind e Bciency rests on the President, and it has 
been my purpose to do what is in my power to 
advar ce such prudent and gradual measures of 
reform as will most surely bring about the rad- 
ical ciange of system essential to make our ad- 
ministrative methods satisfactory to a free and 
intell igent people. By a proper exercise of au- 
thority it is in the power of the executive to dp 
much to promote such a reform, and it cannot 
be tot i clearly understood that nothing adequate 
can i)e accomplished without co-operation 
on 
the 
part 
of 
Congress, 
and

people. 
Reforms which 


cha Icnge the generally accepted theories of 
partiiss, and demand changes in methods of 
depai tments, 'are not the work of a day. Their 
perm went foundations must be laid lu sound 
principles and in an experience which demon- 
stratus their wisdom, and exposes the errors of 
their adversaries. Every woithy officer desires 
to mi.ke hrs official-action a gain and honor to 
hisccnntry. bnt the people themselves, far 
more than their officers in public station, are 
interested in a pure, economical and vigorous 
administration. 


By laws enacted in 1S53. and 1855, and now 


in substance incorporated in the revised stat- 
utes, the practice of arbitrary appointmeats to 
the subordinate gradesjin the departments was 
condemned, and examinations as to capacity, 
to be conducted by departmental boards of ex- 
aminers, were provided for and made condi- 
tions of admission to the public service. These 
statutes are a decision by Congress that exam- 
inations of some sort as to attainments and 
capacity, are essential to the well being of the 
public service. The important questions since 
the enactment of these laws have been as to 
the character of 
these examinations, and 


whether official favor and partisan influence, or 
common right and merit, were to control ac- 
cess to the examinations in practice. These 
examinations have not always been open to 
Worthy persons generally, who mijrht wish to 
be examined. Official favoritism and partisan 
influence, 
as a 
rule, appear 
to 
have 


designated 
those 
who 
alone 
were 


permitted to go before the examining board, 
subjecting even the examiners to a pressure 
from the friends of the candidates very difficult 
to resist. As a consequence the standard of ad- 
mission fell below that which the public inter- 
est demanded. It was also almost inevitable 
that a system which provides for various boards 
of examiners with no common supervision or 
uniform measure of procedure should result in 
confusion and inadequate tests of capacity 
highly detrimental to the public interests. A 
further and more radical change was obviously 
required. 


In the annual messsge of December,' 1S70, 


my predecessor declared that "there is no duty 
whic i so embarrasses the executive and heads 
of def artments as that of appointments, nor 
is the -e any such arduous and thankless labors 
imposed on Senators acd Representatives as 
findin * places for constituents. The present 
systdn t does not secure the best men and often 
does not fat men for public places. The eleva- 
tion and purification of the civil service of the 
government' will be haileo, with approval by 
the whole people of the United States." 


Congress accordingly passed the act ap- 


proved March 3,1871, to regulate the civil ser- 
vice of the United States and promote the ef- 
ficiency thereof, giving the necessary anthori 
ity to'fhe executive to inaugurate a civil ser- 
vice reform. Acting under the statute, which 
was interpreted as intending to secure a system 
of jast and effectual examinations under uni- 
form supervision, a number of eminently com-

report was transmitted to Congress by special 
message on April IS, 1874, with the following 
favorable comment upon tne labors of the-com- 
mission: 
"If sustained by Congress, I have 


no doubt the rules can, after the experience 
gained, be so improved and enforced as to still 
more materially benefit the public seryice and 
irehe ?e the executive, members of Congress and 
the 1 leads of departments from influences prej- 
ndic: al to good administration. 
The rules, as 


they have hitherto been enforced, have result- 
ed beneficially as is shown by the opinions of 
the members of the cabinet and their subordi- 
nates in the departments, and in that opinion I 
concir." 


And in the annual message of December of 


the eame year similar views ( are expressed, 
and i n appropriation fur continuing the work 
of tli e commission again advised. The appro- 
priation was not made, and as a consequence 
the active work of the commissioners was sus- 
pended, leaving the commission itself in ex- 
istence without the means therefor of causing 
qualifications to be tested in any systematic 
man: ler, or of securing for the public service 
the advantages of competition upon any ex- 
tensive plan.

of the other large cities, sh jw that the competi- 
tive system, where' applied, has in various 
ways contributed to improve the public service.

The reports of the gov- 
ernment officers in the city of New York es- 
pecially, bear decided testimony to the utility 
of open competitive examination in theirr re- 
spective offices, showing that these examina- 
tions and the excellent qnalfications of those 
submitted to the service through j them have 
had a marked effect upon the persons previ- 
ously in the service, and particularly upon 
those aspiring to prompt ion.

Upon such consideration I deem it my duty 


to renew the recommendation contained in my 
annual message December, 1S77, requesting 
Congress to make the necessary appropria- 
tions for the resumption of the work of the 
civil service commission.

p romoted by authorizing a moderate cornpen- 
sition to persons in the public service who 
may perform extra labor upon or under the 
commission, as the executive may direct.

am con vinced that if a just and; adequate test 
of merit is enforced for admission to the pub- 
lic service in making promotions, such abuses 
as removals without good cause, and partisan 
and official interference with the proper exer- 
cises of the appointing power, will in a Urge 
measure disappear. 


There aie ether administrative abuses to 


which the attention of Congress should be 
asked in this connection. Mere partisan ap- 
pointments and the constant peril of removal 
without cause, very naturally lead to an ab- 
sorbing and mischevions political activity on 
the part of those thus appointed, which net 
onlyinterferes with the due discharge of official 
c.uty, but is incompatible with the freedom of 
elections. Not without warrant in the views of 
several of my predecessors in the Presidential 
c ffice, and directly within the law of 1871 al- 
leady cited, I endeavored by regulation made 
en the 22dday of June, 1S77, to put some rea- 
E onable limits to such abuses. 
' 


It may not be easy and it may never, per- 


haps, be necessary to define with precision the 
proper limit of political action on the part of 
tederal officers* but while their right to Jhold 
and freely express their opinions can not be 
questioned, it is very plain that they should 
rieither be allowed to devote to other subjects 
the time needed for the proper discharge of 
their official duties, nor to use the authority of 
their office to enforce their own opinions or to 
coerce the political action of those who hold 
different opinions. Reasons of justice and 
public policy, quite analagous to those which 
forbid the use of official power for the oppres- 
sion of the private citizen, impose upon the 
government the duty of protecting its officers 
and agents from arbitrary exactions. 


I In whatever aspect considered, the practice 
of making levies for party purposes upon the 
salaries of officers, is highly demoralizing to 
the public service and discreditable to the 
country- Though an officer should be as free 
as any other citizen from using his own money 
in aid of his opinion or his party', be should 
als, be as free as any other citizen to 
refuse 
to 
make such gifts. 
If salaries 


are but a fair compensation for time and labor 
of the officers it is gross injustice to levy a tax 
upon them. If they are made excessive in or- 
der that they may bear a tax, the excess is in- 
direct robbery of the public funds. 
| I reccommend therefore such a revision and 
extension of the present statutes as shall se- 
cure to those in every grade of official life or 
public employment, the protection with which 
a great and enlightened nation should guard 
those who are faithful in its service. 


FOREIGN RELATIONS. 


Our relations with foreign counries have con- 


tinned peaceful. With, Great Britain there are 
still unsettled questions growing I out of the 
laws of the maritime provinces, and the action 
of provincial authorities, deemed to be in dero- 
gation of rights secured by treaty to American 
fishermen, the United States minister in Lon- 
don has been instructed to present a demand 
for $10,530,502 in view of damages received by 
American citizens at Fortune Bay on the 6th 
day of January, 1878. The subject has been

Itlis possi- 
ble this may require adjustment by treaty with 
the German empire. Frequent qnestians arise 
in connection with the subject of naturaliza- 
tion and expatriation but the imperial govern- 
ment has constantly,, manifested a desire to 
strictly maintain and comply with 'all treaty 
stipulations in regard to them. 


In consequence of the omission of Congress 


to provide fora diplomatic represertative&t 
Athens, the legation to Greece has been with- 
drawn. There is not? no channel of di plomatic 
Bommnnication between the two countries and 
the expediency of providing for one in some 
form is submitted toCongress. The Delations 
with Austria, Russia, Italy, Portugal, Turkey, 
and Belgium continue amicable and marked by 
no incident of especial importance. A change 
of the personal head of the government of 
Egypt has taken place. .No change, however, 
has occurred in the relations betwee a Egypt 
and the United States. The action of the 
Egyptian government in presenting to the city 
of New York one of the ancient obelis ks which 
possess such historic interest, is highly appre- 
ciated ab a generous mark of international re- 
gard. If prosperity should attend the enter- 
prise of its transportation across the Atlantic 
its erection in a conspicuous position in 
the chief commercial city of the ration, will 
be soon accomplished. 


JAPAN AND CHINA. 


The treaty made between Japan and the 


United States in regard to the revision of 
former commercial treaties it is now- believed 
will toe followed by .similar action on the part 
of other treaty powers, The attention of Con- 
gress is again invited to the subject of the 
indemnity funds received some years since 
from Japan and China, which, with the ac- 
cumulated interest, now amount to consider- 
able sums. If any part of the funds is 
justly due to American citizens they should re- 
ceive it promptly and whatever ma; lave been 
received by this government in excess < if strictly 
just demands, should in some form be returned 
to the nations to whom it equitably belongs. 


The government of China has si^iified its 


willingness to consider the question oi the emi- 
gration of its subjects to the Uniled States 
with diplomatic fairness and to co-o perate in 
such measures as may tend to prevent inju- 
rious consequences tn the United States. The 
negotiations are still proceeding and will be 
pressed with diligence. 


A question having arisen bet*een China and 


Japan about the Lew Chew islands, the United 
States government has taken measures to in- 
form these powers* ot its readiness (;o extend 
its good offices for the maintenance oE peace if 
they shall mutually deem it desirable and find 
it practicable to 
avail themselves of the 


proffer. 


RELATIONS WITH MEXICO. 


It is a gratification to be able to announce 


that through the-judicious and energetic action 
of the military commanders of the two nations 
on each side of the Bio Grande, unde r the in- 
structions of their respective governments, 
raids and depredations have greatly decreased, 
and in the localities where formerly most de- 
structive have now almost wholly ceased. In 
view of this result, i entertain a conndent ex-

The efforts made by the department of the 


interior to arrest the depredations on the tim- 
ber lands of the United States have been con 
tinned and have met with considerable success. 
A large number of cases of trespass have been 
prosecuted in the courts of the United States. 
Others have been settled, the trespassers offer- 
ing to make payment to the government for 
the value of timber taken by thenf. The pro- 
ceeds of prosecution and settlements, being 
turned 
into the treasury, will exceed the 


amount 
of 
the 
sums 
appropriated 


by Congress for the purpose. A more im- 
portant result, however, consists in the fact 
that the destruction of our public forests by 
depredation, although such cases still occur, 
has been greatly reduced in extent, and it is 
possible, if the present policy is vigorously 
pursued and sufficient provision to that end 
made by Congress,such trespasses, at least those 
on a large scale, can be entirely suppressed 
e|xceptvin the Territories where timber for the 
daily requirements of the population cannot 
under^he present state of .the law be easily ob- 
tained. I therefore earnestly invite^he atten- 
tion of Congress to the recommendation made 
by the secretary of the interior that a law be 
enacted enabling the government to sell tim- 
ber from the public lands without conveying 
the 
fee, 
where 
snch 
lands 
are 


principally valuable for the timber thereon, 
snch aales to be BO regulated as to conform to 
/domestic wants and business requirements, 
while at tbe same time guarding agiinst a 
sweeping reduction of the forests. Th( enact- 
ment of such a law seems to become a more 
pressing necessity every day. 


THE AGRICOI/rDRAL BUBEAU. 


My recommendations iu former messages are 


lenewed in favor of enlarging the facilities of 
the department of agriculture. Agriculture is 
the leading interest and the permanent indus- 
try of our people. It is to the abundance of 
agricultural productions, as compared with 
our home consumption, and the largely in- 
creased and highly profitable market abroad 
which 
we 
have 
enjoyed 
in 
recent 


years, 
that 
we 
are 
mainly 
indebted 


for our present prosperity as a people. 
We 


must look to its continued maintenance for 
substantial resource. 
There is no branch of 


indnstry in which labor directed by scientific 
knowledge yields snch increased production in 
comparison with unskilled labor, and no branch 
of the public service to which tbe encourage- 
ment of liberal appropriations can be more 
appropriately extended. 
The ommission to 


" render such aid is not a wise economy, but on 
the contrary, undoubtedly results in the 
losses of 
immense sums annually, tkat

efforts by the government to promote (his vi- 
tal interest. 
The results already accom- 


plished with the very limited means heretofore 
placed at the command of the department of 
agriculture is an earnest of what may be ex- 
pected with increased appropriations for the 
several purposes indicated in the report of the 
commissioner.

for a more complete laboratory for the estab- 
lishment of a veterinary division and a division 
of forestry and,for an increase of force. The 
requirements for these and other purposes in- 
dicated in the report of the commissioner, nn- 
der the head of immediate necessities of the de- 
partment, will not involve any expenditure of 
money that the country cannot with propriety 
now undertake in the interest of agriculture. 


EDDCATION. 


It is gratifying to learn from the bureau of 


education the extent to which educational 
privileges throughout the United States have 
been advanced during the year. No more fun- 
damental responsibility rests in Congress than 
that of devising appropriate measures of finan- 
cial aid to education, i-upplemental to local 
action, in the States and Territories, and in 
the District of Columbia. IThe wise fore- 
thought 
of 
the 
founders 
of 
our 


government 
has 
not 
only furnished 


the basis for the support of the common school 
systems of the newer States, but laid the foun- 
dations for the maintenance of their universi- 
ties, and of colleges of agricnltnre and me- 
chanic art. 
Measures in accordance with this 


traditional policy for the further benefit of all 
these interests and the extension of some ad- 
\antages to every portion of the country it is 
hoped will receive your favorable considera- 
ble. 


THE CAPITOL LIBRARY. 


To preserve and, perpetuate the national 


literature should be among the foremost cares\ 
of the national legislature. 
The libraryj

It 
is earnestly recommended as a measure which 
should mite all suffrages and which should no 
longer be delayed.

ordinary interest. The general conduct of 
onr Inuian population has been so satisfactory 
th£>t the occurrence of two disturbances which 
resulted ii bloodshed and destruction of prop- 
erty, is all the more to be lamented. 
J The-history of the outbreak on the White 
River Ute reservation, Western Colorado, has 
become so familiar by elaborate report in the 
public prejs, that! its remarkable incidents 
nbed not b 5 stated here in detail.

pected tha; the settlement of this difficulty 
Will lead to such arrangements as will prevent 
further hostile cor.flicts between the Indians 
and the border settlements in Western Col- 
orado.

I The other disturbances occurred at the Mes- 
celaro Agency in New Mexico, where Nieland, 
the head of a nmall band of marauders, after 
cbmmittii g n .any atrocities, being vigorously 
charged by a military force made his way 
a'cross the Mexican border and is no<.v on a for- 
eign soil. 


I While these < >ccurrences, in which compara- 
tively small numbers of Indians were engaged,

THE POSTOFFICE. 


The report of * the postmaster genera L bears 


testimony to the general revival in 
throughout the country. 
The re 


the postoffice department for the 
ending Jnne 30, 1879. was $30,041,982.8' 
$764,465.91 more than in the preeedin 
and 62,387,559.23 more than in 1877. "*he ex- 
penditures of the department were $83,449,- 
S99.45, of which the snm of 3376,46lJ6l wtls 
paid on liabilities incurred in preceedinj; years. 
The expenditures during the year were $801,- 
209.77 less than in the preceding year 
This 


reduction is to be attributed mainly to the ope- 
ration of the law passed on Jnne 17 1877, 
changing the compensation of post nasteys 
from a commission on the valns of slam ps sold, 
to a commission on the stamps cancellei I. 


The amount drawn from the treasury on ap- 


psopriations, in addition to the revenues of 
the department, was $303,454.96, pei ig 82,- 
276,197,86 less than in the proceeding year. 
The expenditnres of the fiscal year ending 
Jnne 30, 1881, are estimated at 839,5120,900, 
and the receipts from all sources at $32,210,- 
000, 
leaving a deficiency to be appropri; ited for 


out of the treasury of $7,710,900. 


The relations of the department w tth the 


railroad companies have been harmonized, 
notwithstanding the general reduction by
